Entering College in the Olden Time. 


Eighty years ago a youth had an easy 
time in passing the examination required 
for admission to an American college. 

If he knew sufficient Latin to read three 
or four of Cicero’s orations, and three books 
of the neid, and enough Greek to stum- 
ble through the New Testament, he was 
passed as prepared in the classics. 

In mathematics a knowledge of arithme- 
tic and, in two or three of the colleges on- 
ly, of the primary principles of algebra, 
was considered sufiicient. 

The scale of expenses was as low as the 
standardfor admission. From a letter, 
written in 1790 by a graduate of Brown 
University, we learn some interesting facts 
as to the college life of those days. 

Tuition was six pounds a year, while 
board, | care of room, cost only 
six shillings and eight pence a week. -A 
load of wood could be bought for six shil- 
lings, eight pence, and candles for nine 
pence a pound. Usually the cost of text- 
books for the college course did not exceed 
three pounds. And twenty pounds a year 
was considered a liberal expenditure for all 
necessary expenses. 

The college terms were limited to thirty- 
nine weeks of the year. But a student 
anxious to pay his way by teaching was 
required to attend for only twenty-six 
weeks. He was, however, expected to 
study while teaching, so as to keep up with 
his class. 

Sometimes a student was allowed to stay 
out for a year, so that he might teach in an 
academy. When he returned to college, 
he entered the next class, along with his 
associates, provided he could pass the ex- 
amfation. 
> y men's sons were few in those days. 

ut there were poor boys st ling for 
an education. It was fox thelr tahnes’ that 
the standard of admission to college and 
the expenses of tuition were placed low. 

The willingness of poor boys in seeking 
an education, to plod through hardships 
may be seen in this pen-and-ink sketch. 

One day in August’ 1792, a youth of nine- 
teen, riding on horseback to Providence, 
in order to be examined for admission to 
Brown University, saw, walking ahead of 
him, a boy of sixteen. 

Hung over his back ona cane was a large 
bundle tied up in a bandanna handkerchief. 
He had on neither coat nor vest, only a 
shirt and an old pair of nankeen breeches. 
His shoes and stockings he carried in his 
hand. 

Sitting down under the shade of an oak, 
he hailed the horseman with,— 

“I guess you're going to college, aint 
you! Better get off and take your comfort 
under this shade.” The horseman dis- 
mounted, and for three hours the boys con- 
versed. ‘The dust-covered, plodding youth 
hy = his way A _—— Universty.

An After Suppor Experience.

I had locked the door of my school-room 
and as I did it determined to imprison there 
the vexations and anxieties incident to my 
work.

Having eaten my supper, I turned 
away from the not always congenial socie- 
ty which one finds in a country hotel, and 
sought solace in an evening walk. In these 
pensive moods that sometimes come to us— 
why or whence we know not—anything like 
sympathy is beyond the capacity of man; 
but the voice of nature accords perfectly 
with such conditions of mind. While ac- 
knowledging the grandeur and importance 
of the teachings which God has given the 
world through human instrumentality, I 
must confess that I have had revelations of 
His tenderness and pity, as well as His Ma- 
jesty and justice, from the trees and waters 
which are as precious to me as any record- 
ed on rolls of parchment and tablets of 
stone. ‘The sun had disappeared through 
the cloud-gates in the west, and the tinge of 
crimson and gold He had given them was 
fast fading away. The moon from her po- 
sition half-way between zenith and horizon, 
cast a flood of glory over the village, sof- 
tening and toning into a tranquil harmony 
all the stern, harsh outlines of the scene. 
‘The road that I took ran parallel to the riv- 
er, here scarcely more than a brook. 

On reaching the summit of a slight emi- 
nence, I was brought directly opposite a 
wood-lot which stretched back from the 
other side of the stream toward a range of 
hills to the westward. I had passed the 
place several times before without noticing 
that there was anything romantic or espe- 
cially attractive about it; but now, as I 
glanced down into the valley, I was struck 
with astonishment at the wonderful beauty 
ofthe view. The heavy frosts of the few 
nights previous had brought a silent and 
mysterious change, such as we can wonder 
at, oC upon with a mingled feeling of awe 
and admiration, but never imitate. The 
banks of the river were fringed by small 
white birches, *shomely, scraggy bushes,” 
I had always called them ; but now, as they 
trembled and shivered in the silvery rays 
of the moonlight, they were transformed 
into two lines of foliage fairer than the 
most luxuriant growth of the tropics. Close 
down to the water’s edge was a clump of 
maples, very ordinary trees yf were, 
stunted in growth and irregular in form; 
but the magic hands of Jack Frost had 
transfigured them into masses of gold and 
pillars of fire that burned and yet were not 
consumed. 

We not unfrequently meet with people 
who can be properly compared to these 
trees; very commonplace they seem to us 
until all atonce; it may be through the 
stern discipline of disappointment and suf- 
fering, they develope into heroes and hero- 
ines. Itis,to acertain extent, true that 
heroic deeds and characters are but the re- 
sults of circumstances; but there must be 
some inherent nobility of nature or oppor- 
tunities for great and generous acts will 
come in vain. In our thoughtlessness and 
dullness of perception, little do we know 
how often we walk and talk with heroes 
“in embryo.” 

But there, those innocent maples have 
started me ona tangent, and I came near 
forgetting the trees themselves in the mor- 
alizing into which they led me. 

This group, before-mentioned, nestled in 
the embrace of the forest growth that rose 
dark and sombre behind it; the lofty pines 
with their garments of perennial green and 
the stately oaks and beeches which, stand- 
ing high up out of the reach of the early 
frosts, had only begun to flush with color, 
threw their protecting arms over it, as 
though they had a priceless treasure in 
charge. I went down across the fields and 
stood beside a gnarled old birch that leaned 
out over the placid stream which flowed 
beneath it. I had almost feared to ap- 
proach nearer lest the spell should be brok- 
en; but distance had not lent enchantment, 
for a closer inspection revealed new won- 
ders. The moon-beams made a shining 
path over the black water; and this high- 
way of light illumed the dark and gloomy 
shadows on the further side and blended in 
a strangely beautiful harmony with the re- 
flection of the gorgeous scarlet and yellow 
of the maples. A little below the spot 
where I had stationed myself, stood a few 
elms; and as the soft, still moonlight flick- 
ered and danced among their leaves. givin, 
an added charm to their natural grace an 
beauty, I was half-inclined to believe that 
they were not real trees, but the spirits of 
some departed members of the sylean race. 
As I gazed and mused, I seemed almost to 
forget the world with its jar and discord; 
and when I walked back to my room, Peace 
was my companion, and the restless throb 
of my soul had been hushed into unison 
with the place and the hour. 


The Boy and His Education. 


Hardly any creature on earth is so am- 
bitious as'a growing boy. Realizing that 
he is rapidly on his way to manhood, he 
aims at doing manly things and things 
which seem to him to be manly. Between 
these two classes of things there are difier- 
ences as wide as those which exist in the 
character and the training of boys. One 
boy’s ambition leads him to do some brave 
and noble deed, such as he may have seen 
men do or may have read in books or news- 
papers of their having done. Another 
copies manhood only in the undesirable 
things which men do. With some boys the 
summit of ambition is to swagger and strut, 
to smoke and drink, just as they have seen 
men do. Itis not a very lofty ambition, 
yet the boys whom it animates spend fully 
as much time and effort on it as other boys 
spend in — to reach nobler aims and 
more practically useful ends. 

One of the noblest ambitions that cah 
stir a boy’s heart is the desire to be a man 
in earning his living. Since his infancy he 
has been a charge on the parents or other 
good people who have brought him up. 

Perhaps they are toilers who need all the 
profits*of their own labor. They have 
treated him well, and he feels that the obli- 
gation under which he rests to them is one 
which he would like to liquidate. So with 
an ambition which has to it many excellent 
features, he _ ne that he shall leave 
school and set himself to work to earn 
something. Perhaps he may make enough 
to ~~ the good old pose who have 
eared for him, Perhaps his efforts may be 
attended with wry f a sufficient measure of 
success to enable him to pay his own way. 
Small or great as the result may be, he 
wants to try his hand at business. He is 
willing to take the risk. He knows to some 
extent what business involves, for other 
boys of his acquaintance have engaged in 
it. There will be no Saturday holidays, 
nor any afternoon off, nor any privileged 
days when the Se excuse of an ailing 
stomach or an aching head will serve asa 
valid reason for staying at home. Busi- 
ness involves harder work and closer appli- 
cation than have been the boy’s portion at 
school or college. But it means the earn- 








ny ambition leads hifi to desire. 
ust here let the ambitious boy beware. 
To do as he wants to do is praiseworthy. 
But perhaps he can do better. If he goes 
with an imcomplete education, it will be at 
a great disadvantage. He may begin to 
earn a few dollars a week, the handl of 
which result of honest toil will delight him. 
But let him remember that every month 
which he robs himself of the education he 
might obtain, is a month of loss for which 
his paltry earnings are no recompense 
whatsoever. A_half-educated boy who 
leaves school at fifteen and enters a store 
may receive from two to four dollars a 
week with numerous kicks and cuffs thrown 
in by the pe who are “‘teaehing him the 
business.” This kind of teaching a boy 
the business too frequently means getti 

a man’s work eut of the poor fellow for 
boy’s wages. Ifthe boy is driven to such 
a situation by the emergencies of straight- 
ened means at home let him rush in cheer- 
fully and do his work manfully; butif the 
family exchequer will stand it let him stay 
two or three years longer at school. Let 
him go through college, provided there is a 
college for him to enter where his time will 
not be entirely spent in rowing boats and 
kicking foot-balls. Let him enter on man- 
hood well fitted for manhood’s duties, in- 
cluding as thorough a knowledge as can be 
had of the keeping of accounts and of all 
other commercial duties. Let him, if pos- 
sible, also be master of some handiwork 
when he is ready to enter on the work of 
earning, rather than depend on the luck of 
being picked up as 4 clerk. , There are too

Order Book, Revolutionary War. 


The following fragment of an order 
book was‘copied from the original and has 
never before been in print :

Western Union Telegraph Boys. 


Let us make the acquaintance of the boys 
employed by that great corporation, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, whose 
wires extend over every state and territory, 
and whose headquarters are inthe great 
building at the corner of Broadway and 
Dey street in New York. If at any hour 
of the day or night you enter a door on the 
Dey street side of this building, about fifty 
feet distant from Broadway, you will find 
yourself in a good-sized comfortable room, 
titted up with some plain benches, on which 
are seated a number of the telegraph boys 
whom you see so often in the street. ‘The 
uniforms of the Western Union boys con- 
sist of suits of dark-blue cloth with red 
trimmings, and they wear caps to corres- 
pond. nrainy weather, each boy wears 
a complete covering of rubber cloth, and 
so, for them an umbrella is never necessa- 
_ So rapidly are they expected to do 
their work, that even the very short time 
lost in opening and shutting umbrellas is 
held to be worth considering. 

The boys are not paid by the day or week 
but so much for each message delivered. 
This gives every boy an incentive to deliv- 
er every message as promptly as possible, 
and to hurry back for another one. For 
each message which a boy delivers he re- 
ceives two and a half cents, and for each 
answer that he brings back to be forwarded 
from the office, he receives three cents. 
This explains why a-telegraph boy is al- 
ways ready to wait for ananswer. The 
amount of money which a boy can earn in 
aday thus depends, it will be seen, on his 
own activity. It is found that the average 
number of messages delivered from the 
main office every day is three thousand, 
and the average number delivered by each 
boy is thirty-five. A boy who is a slow 
walker or inclined to be lazy will not deliv- 
er so many, while avery active boy will 
deliver more. Now, do you know how far 
a boy will have to walk in a day, delivering 
these messages and returning to the office ? 
Not less than nineteen miles! And this 
does not include foing up and down stairs, 
which is no small matter in the business 
streets, where offices are found all the way 
from the ground floor to six and seventh 
stories. You may be sure that, to telegraph 
boys, elevators are welcome machines. 

The messages at the main office are re- 
ceived on the seventh floor, from which run 
wires connecting with almost all parts of 
the world. As soon as an operator has 
written a message that has come in, it is 
sent down to the ground floor through a 
tube. On its arrival there, a clerk takes it 
and writes on it a number, beginning with 
No. 1, for the first message received each 
day. Itis then put through a steam copy- 
ing-press, and is next passed to a clerk, 
who puts it into an envelope. on which he 
writes the number and the address. This 
clerk passes it to still another clerk, who 
copies on a sheet of paper properly prepar- 
ed, the number of the message and the 
number of the boy who is to deliver it. 

The distribution of the messages among 
the boys is made as follows: Each boy, as 
he comes into the office in the morning, re- 
ceives what is called a “delivery sheet”— 
that is,a sheet of paper with blanks in 
which to write the numbers of messages, 
the time of leaving the office, the name and 
address of the receiver, and the time of the 
messenger’s return. Each messenger is 
known by his number, and each of them 
has a pasteboard cover for his ‘delivery 
sheet,” on whtch his number is written. 
These sheets, in their covers, are put into a 
rack by the side of the clerk last mentioned 
above, and he always puts a message when 
ready, into the cover nearest to him, and 
calls out the number of the boy to whom it 
belongs. When aboy comes back from the 
delivery of a message, he puts his cover in- 
to the rack behind those already there, and 
sits down to wait until it reaches the clerk. 
Through this method, there can be no 
chance for any partiality, and the sooner a 
boy gets back to the office the sooner will 
another message be ready forhim: You 
ean see, now, by what you have read, that 
atelegraph boy does not lead a lazy life. 
His hours of duty, if he isa day boy, are 
are from 7 A. M. to 6.30 P. M. Of course, 
only a few boys are required to deliver 
oer at night,as a rule. But there are 
times in the year when a great many mes- 
sages come in for delivery between 1 and 7 
A.M. Atsuch time, ambitious boys are 
given an opportunity to do extra work. 
Sometimes a boy can do a good day’s work 
by 8 A. M., and he is then allowed by the 
superintendent to “lie off,” or, as you will 
better understand it, takea holiday. Ifa 
boy in this business does have a holiday, 
he usually has the satisfaction of knowing 
that a good day’s work and aday’s pay 
have already been set down to his credit.— 
St. Nicholas.

Benjamin Franklin. 


Benjamin Franklin, born in Boston in 
1706, when a boy laid down certain rules of 
conduct which he always followed. He 
made up his mind to be temperate, orderly, 
frugal and industrious. When ten years 
old he cut wicks for candles, minded the 
shop and ran errands for his father, who 
was a tallow-chandler. He did not, howev- 
er, neglect his books, for he tells us, *‘I do 
not remember when I could not read.” 
Though no boy ever worked harder, he was 
fond of manly sports, and was an expert 
swimmer. Not liking the tallow-chandlery 
business, his father apprenticed him toa 
printer. This was precisely the kind of 
work which suited Franklin. When hardly 
eighteen years old, he was sent to England 
to buy printing material, and to improve 
himself in his trade. As a printer in Lon- 
don, a very young man, entirely his own 
master with no friends to control him, sur- 
rounded by temptations, these rules which 
he had fixed upon gy, *~ life were of sin- 
gular benefit to him. turning to Ameri- 
ca in 1726, in time he opened a modest 
printing house in Philadelphia. Industry, 
honesty and good work made him success- 
ful. He became member of the Assembly 
Postmaster, and during the Revolution, 
while in France, induced that country to 
espouse our cause. If to-day the world has 
to ¢hank Americans for making electricity 
their servant, Benjamin Franklin first dis- 
covered its most marked qualities. With a 
kite he brought down the spark from heay- 
en to earth, and held it under control. 
Franklin died, honored by all his country- 
men, in 1790. 

When a lad, hungry and tired, he landed 
in Philadelphia with a dollar in his pocket, 
he bought some bread and marched through 
the streets munching his crust.
